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CONTRACT IS LET 


For Preparing Plans lor the 
New Library Building. 


AWARDED BOSTON FIRM. 


Competition Open to All for the Con- 
siruetion of the Magrnificent 
Buildmgr. 


The library board met last night 
in regular monthly session, all the 
members being present but Mr, 
Hunicke. 
The annual report of the libra­ 
rian was read, showing over 41, 000 
books drawn during the year. 
The finance committee made its 
annual report, 
showing a small 
balance of about $400 on hand. 
A written contract was then 
signed by the board, through its 
officers, with Shepley, Rutan & 
Coolidge, 
architects of 
Boston, 
who were employed to draw the 
plans and specifications for the new 
library building. 
This firm was one of the firms 
recommended by Mr. Carnegie to 
the board, and the selection was 
made in accordance with a resolu­ 
tion of the board adopted at a 
meeting held on April 7th. 
This 
resolution, which is of interest to 
the public, is, in full, 
in these 
words: 
•‘Whereas, Mr. Andrew Carne­ 
gie, who has donated the money 
with which to erect the Sedalia 
public library building, has ex­ 
pressed his desire that the board 
employ one of the firms of archi­ 
tects designated by him, and, 
“ Whereas, W e ¿do not deem it 
seemly or wise to disregard his ex­ 
press wish in regard to this matter ; 
therefore, be it 
“ Resolved, That we accept his 
suggestion, and that we employ 
one of the designated firms to draw 
the plans for the new library build­ 
ing, provided that a satisfactory 
agreement can 
be 
made 
with 
them. ” 
Mr. Carnegie had suggested the 
names of a number of the leading 
firms of architects in the United 
States 
who 
were 
specialists in 
library architecture. 
The leading firms so suggested 
were Alden & Harlow, architects 
of the Carnegie library at Pitts­ 
burg, which cost one million dol­ 
lars; Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, 
architects of the Chicago public 
library, which cost two million 
dollars, 
and McKinn, 
Mead 
& 
White, arqhitects of the Boston 
public library, which cost three 
million dollars. 
It seems to be generally admitted 
that aside from the National li­ 
brary 
building, 
the 
Chicago 
library 
is 
the 
most 
com­ 
plete and modern library building 
in the country. 
The firm employed by the board, 
Shepley, Rutan & Coolidge, seem 
al»o to have planned more library 
buildings than any firm in the 
country. 
In addition, the firm has 
a St. 
Louis office. 
Taking all 


things in consideration, this firm 
was selected by a majority vote 
The idea of the board was that 
it was good policy and wisdom to 
employ an architect from among 
the list suggested by the donor of 
the $50, 000, and also that the firm 
selected was the most eminent firm 
of experts in library construction. 
This firm is now building several 
library buildings in the country, 
and have just been employed by 
the millionaire merchant of Chi­ 
cago, 
Marshall Field, 
who has 
donated $100, 000 for the erection 
of a public library in Conway, 
Mass. , the place of his birth. 
Mr. Field went some further 
than Mr. Carnegie and selected the 
architects himself. 
He passed by 
the 
architects of 
Chicago, 
his 
home city, and selected Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge, on the ground 
that they were the 
best in the 
country. 
Another fact that has weight 
with the board was Mr. Carnegie’s 
requirement that the plans be sub­ 
mitted to him for approval before 
commencing the building, for the 
reason that in giving, as he does, 
large sums at distant places, he de­ 
sires to see that the expenditure of 
the money is at least started in a 
manner satisfactory to him, on 
modern, up-to-date plans. 
After 
that he claims to have neither the 
time nor opportunity to give his 
gifts any further attention. 
The contract signed with 
the 
architects provides that the draw­ 
ings shall be exhibited in Sedalia 
to all contractors at home and 
abroad, and that every contractor 
must submit a sealed bid made out 
ofl a blank form prepared by the 
board with a cash deposit, to be 
forfeited on failure of ihe bidder 
to enter into the contract and give 
a good bond. 
The lowest bidder 
is to be awarded the contract. 
The new building, if the present 
plans are carried out, will be of 
stone, two stories high, with an 
entrance on Third street, and a fire­ 
proof stack or book room. 
The structure will be located in 
the center of the site at Third and 
Kentucky streets, sufficiently for­ 
ward to permit of an increase in 
the size of the stack room in future. 
The building is to be symmetri­ 
cal, with the east and west fronts 
similar, and will be connected with 
the Steam Heating Co. plant if 
possible.

HINDMAN IS FREE. 


Verdict of Acquittal Was Re­ 
turned Today. 


JURY WAS OUT 1 2 HOURS 


On the First Ballot Vote Was Eight 
for Acquittal and Four for 
Conviction. 


We find the defendant not 
guilty as charged in 
the indict­ 
ment. ” 
Such was the verdict returned at 
II :3o o’clock this forenoon in the 
case of the State against Lucius 
Edward Hindman, 
indicted for 
murder in the first degree for the 
killing of Oscar Strand, a Missouri 
Pacific engineer of Pueblo, Col. , 
at Hotel Huckins, in this city, in 
February, 1899. 
The trial proper began a week 
ago today and was concluded at the 
noon hour yesterday. 
The court’s instructions covered 
murder in 
the 
first and second 
degrees, but an instruction cover­ 
ing manslaughter in the 
fourth 
degree was refused. 
The arguments began yesterday 
afternoon and were concluded at 
II o’clock last night. 
County A t ­ 
torney Steele and Judge Shirk fol­ 
lowed up their able prosecution by 
eloquent appeals for conviction, 
while Messrs. Sangree, Hastain, 
Cashman and Larnm, who put up 
a masterly defense for Hindman, 
made equally as eloquent pleas, in 
the order named, for acquittal. 
It was II :05 o’clock p. m. when 
the jury retired, and the first bal­ 
lot is said to have stood eight for 
acquittal and four for murder in 
the second degree, the minimum 
punishment of which is ten years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
Three ballots were taken last 
night, the second and third stand­ 
ing nine for acquittal and three for 
conviction. 
On taking a ballot this morning, 
another juror was won over to ac­ 
quittal, but it required several ad­ 
ditional ballots before the two re­ 
maining jurors gave in and a ver­ 
dict of not guilty was reached. 
Shortly after 
11 
o’clock this 
morning Sheriff Williams was in­ 
formed that a verdict had been 
agreed upon and Judge Longan 
and the attorneyi were so advised. 
When the jury filed into the 
court room Hindman’s face was a 
study. 
He scanned each juror 
closely, and a smile was percepti­ 
ble as his eye passed along the line 
of the twelve men. 
Clerk Carpenter read the verdict, 
which was received in silence, but 
the expression on Hindman’s face 
revealed plainer than words that
